The  Big  Four  Suburban  games  were  hard  fought  battles.  The 
Tribe,  at  Webster,  enjoyed  a  half-time  lead,  but  it  was  evident  that 
they  weren't  showing  the  same  power  previously  displayed.  The 
alert  Statesmen  blocked  a  kick  and  recovered  a  fumble  to  win  13-9.
